power to call witnesses to determine the 
rights of parties. That, he contended, did 
not include certain administrative acts at all. 

Judicial power, suggested counsel, meant a 
power affecting the rights of parties by any 
person exercising judicial functions, and in 
that respect it was distinct from arbitration. 
The ms “rá in this instance exercised the 
functions of a judge, and was carrying out a 
judicial function, and his certificate was a 
judgment that purported to decide the rights 
of parties. In this case he was doing judicial 
acts and performed a function of a judicial 
nature, 

CENSORS AS JUDGES. 

Mr. Justice Hanna called attention in this 
connection to the position of the censors pro- 
posed to be appointed under the recent Act 
of the Oireachtas for the oe of books 
and literature. In prohibiting a book they, 
he said, would be interfering with copyright 
and the rights and property of an at.thor. 
Those censors would. be ae judicial acts, 
and was it necessary, he asked, that they 
should be judges? 

Mr. Dickie replied that there was no power 
in the censors to do an act of that nature. 
They could advise, but the decision must be 
that of a magistrate or a justice, before 
whom the book should be brought, when 
sitting in a court. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—You say they should 
be sitting in a public court if they prohibit 
the circulation of a book or any piece of 
writing ? 

Mr. Dickie—Under the Articles of the 
Constitution they could not perform a judi- 
cial act. . They can advise, and, if they want 
to stop. a book, they must go before a Judge 
to issue an order of that description. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—If they have power 
to stop books, they must act as judges and be 
judges. That is your view. 

Mr. Dickie~They want a magistrate or a 
judge to exercise that act under the Articles 
of the Constitution. If they do any act, 
except as judges in open court, their decision 
is contrary to law under the Constitution. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—If your argument is 
sound, that is its logical consequence.

PARTNERSHIP QUESTION. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNACHAN.) 


The hearing was resumed of the appeal 
by the plaintiff in the case of Stanley v. 
Gaelic Press, Ltd., and another, from a judg- 
ment of Mr. Justice O’Byrne in favour of 
the defendants.

Stanley, who had been a member and partner 
of the company for some time, and subse- 
quently retired from it. 

The trial judge had held that the plaintiff lent 
£500 to the partnership company of Messrs. 
J. M. Stanley and William Balfe in 1925, 
when, he said, they were in considerable 
financial difficulties in carrying on the busi- 
ness; and that the £500 was taken over as 
one of the liabilities of the partnership to 
Mrs. Stanley. ‘The only question that gave 
his lordship any troubla was “ novation,” 
which involved the question of intention; and 
he was not satisfied as to that on the evi- 
dence with respect to the transactions be- 
tween the parties. 

The Gaelic Press, it appeared, had been 
in existence for some time before it was 
turned into a company; and in 1927 Mr. 
Stanley was adjudicated a bankrupt in 
respect of the Gaelic Press, when, it was 
stated, he had a substantial claim against 
the partnership, which was compromised by 
the payment of £800. The defence in the 
action was a general traverse.

JEWISH LITURGY.

REMARKABLE LITERARY 
ENTERPRISE.

ó“ of the boldest literary enterprises 

that have been undertaken for many 
years is at the moment being carried out 
on a private printing press. It is 
nothing less than the production of a 
complete edition of the Haggadah, or 
Jewish Liturgy. 

Editions of the work were published 
by Leopold Stein, at Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, in 1841; by H. M. Bien, at 
Cincinnati, in 1886; by I. S. Moses (in 
the first edition of the Union Prayer 
Book) at Chicago in 1892, and by May- 
baum, at Berlin. in 1893. Yet, though 
they have filled a useful purpose in main- 
iaining ancient traditions, most of the 
modern versions are considered to have 
sufiered in the process of translation, and 
are, therefore, regarded as unsatisfactory. 

The new edition hopes not only to 
remedy these defects, but to include a 
large number of characteristic racial 
harmonies dating back for many centuries. 
It will be in a very real sense ‘‘caviare 
to the general,’’ since it will cost at least 
five hundred guineas, though eight copies 
will be issued at £200 apiece. 


HISTORY AND CATECHISM. 


The Haggadah (Sheipesah) Ritual tor 
Passover Eve occupies a distinct place in 
Jewish literature, history and life. The 
chief ritual work for home use, it tells, 
with a wealth of simile in song and story, 
the deathless episode of the departure 
from Egypt. A special section is devoted 
to a lengthy Catechism in which the 
youngest member of the family on the Evo 
of Passover asks questions of his elder, 
who replies from his traditional seat of 
white pillows. There is nothing casual or 
perfunctory about the observance. ‘The 
duty of narrating the story of the Exodus 
to the voung under such circumstances is 
considered to be solemnly imposed by the 
Scriptural injunction: “ And thou shalt 
tell thy son in that day, saying, ‘It is 
because of that which the Lord did for me 
that I came forth out of the land of 
Egypt.” 

There is more than a little doubt 
whether such a ritual existed in the days 
of the Temple. New Testament authority 
vields no statement beyond the fact that at 
the Passover celebrations a hymn was 
sung. The ritual is mentioned, however, 
in the Mishnah, the compilation which 
embodies virtually the whole body of the 
‘oral law,’’ or the juridico-political, civil 
und religious code of the Jews. There it 
is stated that “ the son shall ask his father 
about the meaning of the ceremonies, and, 
according to the maturity of the son, shall 
the father instruct him. If the son has 
not sufficient intelligence to ask, the father 
shall inform him voluntarily.” 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


Four examples of the customary ques- 
tions and answers used on the occasion are 
quoted by the same authority. Their 
nature and significance may be gathered 
from the reply to the question: “ What is 
the difference between this night and all 
other nights?” It is: “On all other 
nights we eat leavened or unleavened 
bread ; on this night only unleavened. On 
all other nights we eat various herbs; on 
this night only bitter herbs. On all other 
nights we eat our meat roasted, cooked or 
stewed; on this night only roasted. On 
all other nights we dip (the vegetable with 
which the meal begins) only once (into 
salt); on this night twice.” 

A note of thanksgiving was struck in the 
ritual by the recital of the Hallel, or 
Litany of Praise, which was written for 
ase publicly on memorable days, and, 
according to the Mishnah, was sung at the 
sacrifice in the Temple. 

Jewish authorities declare that the 
custom of reading selections from the 
‘Talmudic Haggadah dates from before the 
time of Rab Amram, . the. famous 
Babylonian Amora of the third generation 
ur fourth century. They quote in support 
of the claim a statement of a predecessor, 
Rab Natronai, asserting that those who 
omitted the selections failed to fulfil their 
duty, branding them as “heretics who 
despise the words of the sages.’’ and pro- 
claiming that “they shall be ex- 
communicated from every Jewish con- 
gregation.”’ 


ILLUM NATED MANUSCRIPT COPIES. 


It is assumed that the ritual for Pass- 
over Eve was first written separately about 
the thirteenth century ; but, as it has been 
the practice from the earliest days to 
translate the Haggadah into the 
vernacular for the benefit of children, the 
probability is that, in spite of the serious 
cust of manuscript writing before the 
advent of printing, independent copies 
were known before that period. 
Maimonides (1135-1204) included the 
Haggadah in his code. Upon some of 
the earlier, manuscript copies wonder- 
ful pains were taken in the way of 
decorative treatment with illuminations 
and miniatures. A number of these 
productions still exist, chiefly in the 
libraries of private collectors, by whom 
they are greatly valued. Not always was 
the skill of the artist restricted to the 
representation of the Exodus. Sometimes | 
the scenes depicted were entirely domestic. 
There is a copy of the Haggadah in the 
Germanic Museum at Nuremberg, whose 
illustrations are of this FINE On 
the other hand, a German Haggadah, 
dating about 1322, and owned by D. 
Kaufmann, contained illustrations dealing 
only with the Exodus. One of the most. 
elaborate manuscript copies of the 
Haggadah belonged to Baron Edmond 
Rothschild. It was richly illustrated with 
domestic and Biblical scenes. 

The earliest appearance of the 
Haggadah in English is said to have been 
about the fourteenth century. In 1512 a 
Latin translation owas printed at 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, but, curiously 
enough, this is said not to have been 
intended for the use of Jews. Some fifty 
vears later an edition was printed at 
Salonica, and in 1609 translations were 
issued in Venice, reproducing the whole 
of the Haggadah in Ladino, Italian and 
Judzo-German. 


895 EDITIONS. 


From the time when the practice 
commenced of writing the Liturgy 
separately it became the custom to add 
poetical pieces, and the harmonies thus 
appended at different periods are in them- 
selves of considerable historic importance. 
With the invention of printing, reproduc- 
tion was greatly encouraged. Several 
attempts have been made to collect all 
available editions.: Adolf Oster, of 
Xanten, managed to acquire 230, but no 
less than 895 have been counted, and many 
of those ate how quite improctifable. The 
oldest printed edition extant. says the 
Jewish Encyclopmdia, was produced in 
Italy ably in Fano, about 1505— 
“tat at least one edition must have 
preceded it—that bound up with a copy of 


the ‘Tefillat Yabid,’ Soncino, 1486.’’ The, 


first edition illustrated by modern 
processes is supposed to have been issued at 
Prague in 1526. Another was published 
at Augsburg in and this set the type 
of illustration for Northern Europe.

A City of Song. 


The touch of frost in the clear air may 
have had something to do with it, and the 
brilliant sunshine, so welcome in 
November, was partly responsible, no 
doubt, ior the number of songsters one 
met in Dublin a“day or so dgo.

“ Blessing the Field.” 


A frend of mine, returned from 
Brittany, told me that he had been present 
at a curious ceren.ony, the blessing of 
hounds and field on the occasion of the 
first meet of the season. I do not know 
that this practice is used anywhere in 
Ireland ; nor, indeed, that we pay any 
special attention to St. Hubert, who is the 
atron of hunting. In certain districts 
in England the custom is to scatter hot 
pennies among the crowd at the first mect ; 
and I have some difficulty in finding an 
explanation of it. Some suggest that it is 
a kind of payment in advance for “damage 
likely to be done by the lord to his tenants’ 
property, but there seems no reason why 
such largesse. should be heated. I have 
heard, however, of a pack in Devon during 
the last century, with which the custom 
was to read prayers before the first run. 
and a relation of mine, who had been 
present, told me that he remembered as a 
lad nothing so impressive as that Service— 
the prayers read on the grass by a hunting 
parson, the hunt in ‘scarlet and black, 
listening devout, and the restless n:otion 
of the hounds. 


Winter Bathing. 


The monotony of an early journey on 
the top of a Dalkey tram one day last 
week, writes a friend, was relieved by tlie 
followimg incident. It was raining heavily 
at the tinie, and a bitterly cold wind 
whistled through the ill-fitting doors, and 
caused the few passengers to huddle closer 
into their overcoats. We had just stopped 
to pick up a fare, when our attention 
became fixed on tlie only other person in 
sight, a tall, bare-headed, white-haired 
gentleman, clad in a waterproof and towel, 
marching jauntily from the direction of 
the Forty-Foot. On he strode, careless of 
wind and weather, the ruddy glow in his 
cheeks testifying to the beneficial effect of 
his morning ritual. Two deeply begrimed 
builder’s labourers gazed open-mouthed 
for a moment from the sheltered security 
of the top deck on this spectacle of hardi- 
hood; then one of them turned to the 
other. ‘‘Paddy,’’ he said, “for the love 
of Mike, will ye look at where yon man 
goes to wash himself?’’ The facetious 
irony of the remark would have gone 
straight to the heart of Dr. Johnson, who 
believel that to wesh at all was an un- 
healthy and absurd proceeding. What 
would he have said te a plunge in the 
sea on a cold and stormy November 
morning?

ACavyors in Dublin. 


It was under Henry IV., in 1409, that 
Dublin’s Prevost was granted the title of 
Mayor. and began to have the gilt sword 
borne before him. This was in recognition 
of the city’s services in fitting out a fleet 
against the Douglus-Glendower-Hotspur 
rebellion. In 1661 Dublin’s enthusiastic 
welcome of the Restoration, exhibited with 
festivity and hard cash, won the Mavor his 
gold chain and title of the “ Right Hon. 
the Lord Mayor,” and a show became 
part of the municipality's programme—a 
pageantry which was repeated in College 
Green, in older davs a suburb, to welcom- 
the incoming Viceroy as he came to the 
city along tne coast road. The nearest 
parallel to the London Show was the 
triennial “‘ riding of the franchises,’’ when 
the bounds of the municipal jurisdiction 
were marched, and the Lord Mayor rode 
into the sea at fixed points and hurled a 
dart to mark the limits of his admiralty. 
These activities were not always uncon- 
tested, and riotous brawls took place to 
the delight of the commonalty, who 
rejoiced, too, at not infrequent evidence 
that the Aldermen had taken refreshment 
before their labours, 


The Magic Island.

A “fGou-shop Window. 


I wonder if the craze for the bizarre and 
fantastic, which has been characteristic of 
the post-war perio?, is coming to an end. 
The idea occurred té me while gazing 
into the window of a toy-shop, where I 
noticed that although small woolly dogs, 
lambs and rabbits are still in fashion, 
the golliwogs and grotesque animals of a 
few years ago seem to have greatly 
diminished. That fascinating creature, 
the teddy bear, is still to the fore, but 
pride of place in Toyland once more 
belongs to the doll. Nearly all 
modern dolls are now soft and unbreak- 
able; they will stand any kind of treat- 
ment in the nursery. All materials used 
in their manufacture are thoroughly 
sterilised. There are dolls of all shapes 
and sizes waiting for the Christmas trade— 
waiting, too, for the affection which is 
ready to be lavished on them. Dresses 
are more elaborate than they have ever 
been, and all the modern styles of hair- 
dressing are represented. Germany used 
to hold a large proportion of the world's 
trade in dolls, but Canada got into the 
industry during the war, and has since 
maintained the toremost position. As 
might be expected, golden-haired and blue- 
eyed dolls are popular in Britain, Ger- 
many, and the Scandinavian countries, 
while brunettes are preferred among the 
Latin races. I was sorry to see that some 
manufacturers have been trying to intro- 
duce expression into the faces of dolls, 
and have only succeeded in reproducinz 
that frozen smirk which is to be seen on 
the features of dressmakers’ models, A 
doll should be no more than an 
impersonal puppet, till it becomes 
endowed with personality by the delicate 
and happy imagination of a child.

Long threatening comes at last. Mr. 
Chamberlain, general manager and engi 
neer of the Belfast tramways system, has 
announced that within the next few 
months fifty new tramcars.will put in an 
appearance. This is indeed welcome news, 
but it is to be hoped that the few months 
will not drag out into the middle of next 
summer. It will be remembered that a 
long time ago the people were told that 
the city was about to be transformed with 
a host of “ rejuvenated ” tramcars, and 
the result was that, after months and 
months of patient waiting, one car, the 
famous “ blae,’’ appeared and plied on 
the various routes, distributing its 
favours equally in all directions. On one 
day it was on the Malone road, another on 
the Antrim road, and so forth. 

There are a few ‘‘blue”’ cars in 
existence at the present, but the “ big 
push ” is about to be made now, and it is 
definitely stated that fifty more will be 
remodelled by the new year; so we may 
look out for a service of luxurious trams. 
The committee are in favour of the work 
of building the new cars being done 
locally, and are of the opinion that. it 
could be carried out quite satisfactorily in 
Belfast. This augurs well for many of 
the unemployed. 


Visions of the Past. 


In the present age of hustle and 
bustle it is difficult to realise that 150 
years ago the only way of getting to 
Dublin from Belfast was by the stage 
coach. The journey took three days, 
stops for the night being made at Newry 
and Drogheda, and it was considered 
remarkably fast and efficient. 

A big advance was made in 1798, how. 
ever, and a new “' line ” ran to Dublin. 
A coach left Belfast for Newry and con- 
nected there with another for Dublin, and 
go the journey was reduced to twenty-six 
hours. This was looked upon as a 
wonderful achievement, and the coach was 
forthwith called the “Newry Flying 
Coach.”’ : ;

‘ACusical Prodigies. 


It is a curious thing that youthful 
prodigies are the rule rather than the 
exception in the field of music alone. One 
gets painters and literary personalities in 
the later ‘teens, but among musicians 
there is Mozart, who was a recognised 
genius at three ; Chopin gave a public per- 
formance at the age of eight ; Mendelssohn, 
Paganini and Lisat were nine; Feuermann 
was ten, but was only a squib; ten, too, 
was Vecsey at his first public per- 
forming. Paderewski went on tour at 
sixteen. By the age of twelve Casals 
could play practically every instrument 
used in the orchestra; and the great 
Kreisler made his début as a violinist in 
the city of musicians—Vienna-—when he 
was but seven. One is inclined to ask 
what is the reason for this phenomenon. 
Either music is not the highest of the arts, 
or a divine afflatus makes the musician 
the mouthpiece of eternal experience ; or— 
and in many cases this is the true explana- 
tion—we are apt to give the name of 
genius to a clever manipulator who may or 
may not win to content in time.

DEPARTMENTAL DESPOTISM. 

LETs&R FROM DR. LUCE, F.,T.C.D. 

TO THE BDEIOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The British Government has ap- 
pointed a- Commission to inquire into a new 
threat to personal liberty, consisting 0 ir 
direct, deiegated or concealed legislation. 
The mechanism of the new practice is to 
insert into a bill a few non-contentious words, 
which, when the bill becomes Act, are 
found to empower a department to issue 
decrees with a much wider scope than that 
contemplated by the Act itself. Lord 
Hewart, in ‘‘ The New Despotism, regards 
this practice as defeating both Parliament 
and the Courts, and, therefore, as putting an 
end to the rule of law. 

Is not the same practice becoming a threat 
to liberty in the Free State? The School 
Attendance Act, 1926, has a laudable pur- 
pose. All educationalists are a reed that 
children should attend school and that the 
school should be suitable. I cannot see that 
the Act was meant to extend the control of 
the Department of Education over private 
schools, not costing the State a penny, run 
by private enterprise, and giving a sound 
elementary education. Yet, by issuing rules 
and orders and sending letters, purporting to 
be based on that Act, the Department 1s in 
some cases apparently endeavouring to secure 
that control. 

The point is this. Parents who pay £20 a 
year for an elementary day-school education 
for a young child ex Aypothesi care about 
education, and make inquiries about a school 
before sending their children to it. Such a 
parent is the natural judge of the suitability 
of a school. Private schools are acutely 
sensitive to reputation. Unsuitable schools 
would die a natural death in a twelve-month. 
Why then should private schools, which by 
their success have proved their suitability, be 
harassed by the Department? The Depart 
ment wants to make the schools apply for 
certification of suitability; but, once you 
apply, your head is in the noose of official 
dom. The official letters that | have seen 
avoid saying, “ You are required by law to 
apply.” Instead, they make vague reference 
to a section of the Act, and say, ‘‘ It will be 
necessary for you to apply.’ 

The school managers that I have in mind 
are law-abiding and anxious to obey the law. 
They take a _ professional pride in the 
efficiency of their schools. They want 
nothing from the Department—one of them 
said to me, “All I want is to be let alone’’— 
but they are distressed at the thought of 
exposing themselves to the visitations of 
inspectors and to the inquisition of depart 
mental questionnaires. Rather than do so, 
they would close down.

Sik,—Dr. Dwyei made a substantial 
demaud upon the ratepayers of Dublin, and, 
knowing what the depth and extent of the 
destitution are, I should be the last to say 
that it 1s more than 1s needed; but when | 
read that ‘‘the estimate is based on the 
present scale of outdoor relief, and assumes 
a strict administration, and the granting of 
relief in kind to these classes,’ 1 rubbed my 
eves. In March, 1926, 6,742 were 
granted outdoor relief in Dublin at-.a cost of 
£11,336 1s. 6d. for a month; this works out 
at £1 13s. 7id. per case. ‘Taking the cost at 
33s, 8d., 5,000 cases would cost £8,416 12s. 
per month, or £100,999 4s. for twelve 
months. hardly more than half the ‘minimum 
proposed.

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THE ILLEGITIMATE CHILDREN 
BILL. 

TO THER EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES 

Sirn,—lTLhe Illegitimate Children Bull, -now 
before the Dail, is a matter of deep interest 
to women’s organisations, and not least to 
the Irish Women Workers’ Union; but my 
Committee much regret to find the scope of 
the bill so limited. We are convinced that 
the present opportunity of dealing with this 
should he availed of to the fullest 
possible extent, as it may be vears before a 
sunilar opportunity occurs. Those interested 
in the problem have waited for vears to see 
even this half-measure introduced. There is, 
we think, little, if any, opposition to the 
proposals that have been made for a revision 
of the existing Criminal Law Amendment 
Act, including the raising of the age of 
consent. Why, then, should not this matter 
be dealt with simultaneously with the 
affiliation orders: and why should the 
Government not include the point referred 
to by Father Devane, that subsequent 
marriage of the parents should render the 
child legitimate ? 

My Committee urge the immediate drafting 
of a bill to include these measures as being 
essential to the interests of women and 
children. Further, we feel that sufficient 
consideration has not been given to the 
position of the young women applying for 
the affiliation order, and we, therefore. 
strongly urge the strengthening of the clause 
in the present bill dealing with the hearing 
of such cases, so that it be compulsory that 
all such cases be tried in camera, and that 
in every instance the mother shall be ac- 
companied by a suitable woman. Even if 
her own mother or other relative is present, 
it 1s obviously desirable that she should also 
have the help and advice of a woman experi- 
enced in such matters and familiar with the 
procedure of the court.—Yours, etc..

London paper has been calling attention to 
the disgust of many cinema-goers at the 
dreary and soulless music offered them with 
sound films; in fact, people have in several 
cases left in the middle of the films.

Senator Sir Walter Nugent, Bart,, Presi- 
dent, grin BE the chair at the monthly 
meeting of the Council of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce. The following report 
has been supplied for publication ;— 

e Council considered the Poor Relief 
(Dublin) Bill, which had been the subject of 
two special Council meetings. 

The Council have been astonished by the 
apathy displayed hy the ratepayers of Dublin 
in connection with the Poor Reliel (Dublin) 
Bil. No one wishes to deny relief to the 
destitute, but the bill goes much further than 
that. It proposes to make the ratepayers 
of Dublin responsible for the relief Of the 
unemployed from all parts of the country. 

Startling figures, ovine the cost of this 
relief, were published on August Ist by 
Dr. Dwyer, City Commissioner, yet no pro 
test was raised. At the end of the holiday 
season the Chamber invited Dr. Dwyer to 
address the members on the subject of poor 
relief; these figures again appeared in the 
Press without raising any protest from the 
ratepayers. 

Representatives of the Dublin Union Com- 
missioners, Dublin Cit Commissioners, 
Dublin County Council, Balrothery Union and 
Rathdown Union met and suggested that for 
the purpose of the relief proposed by the 
bill in the unions in the County of Dublin, the 
rural districts should be separated from the 
urban, districts, which would have the effect 
of increasing the burden on the urban 
districts. 

While thus evading the responsibility them. 
selves they had the grace to suggest that 
fifty per cent. of the ‘burden on Dublin City 
should be borne by the State, 

While this proposal would reduce the 
burden upon the Dublin ratepayers, the 
Council of the Chamber did not approve of 
the principle. Outdoor relief is not a new 
charge, yet when its extension to the able- 
bodied is proposed the Government sub. 
divise the Dublin Union. No valid excuse for 
this sub-division has been given. 


THE COUNCIL'S SUGGESTION. 

After considering the whole question of 
Poor Law relief the Council decided that in 
its opinion the only eguitable solution would 
be that every county should bear the burden 
of any Poor Law charges in connection with 
the maintenance of its nationals. Pending 
the introduction of a bill embodying this 
principle, the Council recommended that the 
Poor Relief (Dublin) Bill be amended as 
follows :— 

“That Section 5 he deleted and a section 
substituted making the area of charge the 
whole of the County of Dublin as if a joint 
scheme had been formvlated under the Local 
Government (Temporary Provisions) Act, 
1923."" 

It was decided to request President Cos- 
grave to receive a deputation from the

EDUCATION SECRETARY'S SALARY. 

The DERRY Education Committee yester- 
day received a further letter from the 
Northern Ministry regarding the Commit- 
tees proposal to grant its secretary an in- 
crease of salary amounting to £26, which 
the Ministry at first refused to sanction. The 
Ministry now wrote stating that having con- 
sidered the terms of the Committes’s resolu- 
tion at their last sneeting on the subject, and 
the representations in favour of the increase 
made at an interview, the Minister was 
willing to approve of an increase of £25 as 
from September 1, 1929, on the understand- 
ing that the fixing of this salary at £475 was 
regarded as final and not subject to further 
adjustment.

STRYCHNINE POISONING. 
The inquest was resumed yesterday into 
the circumstances surrounding the death of 


Mary McCabe, Osberstown, NAAS, the 
young woman who was found poisoned on 
October 13 last. The day before the oc- 


currence she called on the police at Sallins 
and lodged a complaint against her husband 
Next day she returned to her home, and 
later was found lying in extremis at the foot 
of her bed. Her last words were: “I am 
tired of this life.’’ Portions of the viscera 
were sent for analysis to Dublin. Inspector 
Munelly now stated that the result of the 
aralysis was that two-thirds of a grain of 
styychnine was found in the intestinal organs. 
While there was no tangible evidence that 
the tin box found on the premises contained 
poison, it bore traces of having contained 
it. The jury found in accordance with the 
aualyst’s report that death was due to 
strychnine poisoning, self-administered dur 
ing temporary insanity. 


THE FIREARMS ACT. 

Two prosecutions under the Firearms Act 
were heard in the TRAMORE District Court 
yesterday: William MHartery, Woodstown, 
Annestown, was prosecuted for shooting on 
the lands of a neighbour, Mary Harney; John 
Murphy, bank clerk, Thurles, was summoned 
for being in possession of a shot-gun and 
ammunition without alicence. Superintendent 
Keenan said that under the Firearms Act 
5s. certificates were issued to farmers for 
the purpose of killing vermin, but not for 
the purpose of killing game. In future when 
farmers were summoned for offences of this 
kind he would apply to have their certificates 
cancelled. The Free State Department of 
Justice, he added, pressed upon the Guards 
the necessity of taking no chances in regard 
to the regulations under the Act. District 
Justice McCabe nointed out that these certi- 
ficates to farmers were only a concession, 
and in future cases where the Superintendent 
applied for cancellation he would certainly 
grant the application. The defendants were 


fined 10s. each. 


A MONAGHAN RESOLUTION. 

“I Jong, with others, te see North and 
South joined,” was a statement made by 
Colonel J. C. W. ‘Madden at a meeting of 
MONAGHAN County Council, at which he 
proposed a resolution to the effect that in 
future the best consideration of the Council 
will be given to applications from Protestants 
for positions under the County Council, as it 
is felt. by the Council that since the Free 
State came into existence in many cases Pre- 
testants have not applied for positions, and 
it is hoped in future they will do so. The 
resolution was rejected by seventeen votes to 
five.

ELECTRIC HARE DEVICE. 

It is evident that dog-racing has attracted 
the attention of Irish mventors; for another 
patent specification dealing with this te hao 
sport has been accepted by the In ustrial 
Property Office this month. Two JBelfast- 
men—Mr. Bernard Hart and Mr. Hugh 
McAlinden—are responsible for the new 
device, which is described in the jargon of 
patents as ‘‘ Improved hare-varrying means. 
fho plain man will more easily appreciate 
the nature of the inyention when he knows 
that it deals with a new method for removing 
the hare from the view of the dogs. Up to 
the present the most common” method has 
been to have a divided track, with points as 
used in tramways; when it is desired to run 
the hare off, the point shifter is operated and 
the trolley carrying the hare runs off on a 
siding, thus withdrawing the hare. 

The method suggested in the specification 
avoids certain difficulties that attach to 
diverting the rapidly moving trolley : it pro- 
poses to withdraw the hare by swinging the 
arm by means of an arrangement of sc:ews 
and levers driven by an electric motor. It 
is easy to arrange for automatic operation, 
and the system also lends itself to control 
from a distance. : 

A curious method of preserving fish is 
described by an American inventor. Smoking 
the fish over a fire seems to have proved too 
slow and old-fashioned for this hustling 
American, and he provides an apparatus by 
which smoke from a special furnace can be 
precipitated by electrical means. The pre- 
cipitated smoke, mixed with salt, is collected 
in bags, and used to treat the fish or other 
foodstuffs. 
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LAPSED PATENTS. i 

Among the expired patents this month is 
one of the British Thomson Heuston Com- 
pany, which deals with the _ electrode 
assembly of wireless valves. 

It is observed thet a group of patents 
belonging to Peek, Frean, and Company, 
Limited, the well-known biscuit manufac- 
turers, and dealing with plant for the 
manufacture of biscuits, have been allowed 
to lapse in the Irish Free State, so that 
these inventions are now available to Irish 
manufacturers without payment of any 
royalties. 

The work of the Trade Marks Branch, as 
reflected in the weekly official journals and 
the statistics, is doubly interesting. Among 
the trade marks accepted and advertised this 
month appear the trade marks of many Irish 
firms. This is a favourable and welcome 
indication that our traders are appreciating 
the value of a good trade mark, and the 
necessity and opportunity to protect it. It 
is also interesting to note that the number 
of new marks applied for by Irish firms is 
increasing monthly.

idir Relief or Ruin? 


Dáil Kireann will take the 
Committee stage of the Poor Relief 
(Dublin) Bill. This bill institutes a local 
application of the Act of 1923, which is 
in force already, on a county basis, 
throughout the. rest. of the Free. State. 
The Act removes restrictions on outdoor 
relief, with the result that home assistance 
may be given not only to the old and to 
widows and children, but to able-bodied 
persons out of employme:.t. Under the 
Dublin Relief Bill, as the Minister for 
Local Government has explained, “ Dublin 
County Borough and the urban districts 
of Rathmines and Rathgar and Pembroke 
will bear the whole burden of the addi- 
tional relief granted in their areas, and 
suitable provisions made for the 
apportionment of the costs of relief as 
between the city area and the rest of 
Dublin Union.” <A clause of the bil! 
requires a two residence in the 
county or county borough, both, as a 
qualification for relief. Two things are 
indisputably true concernihg. this bill. 
One is that the relief -of 
distress in Dublin is an urgent need; the 
other is that the bill’s terms will fling a 
grievous burden upon the ratepayers of 
the city and townships.

Reindeer for Canada. 


For many years the famines 
the Eskimo population have been 
cising the minds of successive Canadian 
Governments. Now, according to the 
Ottawa Correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian, a decision has been reached. 
Men of science and explorers have 
reported that an. area of one thousand 
five hundred square miles, lying in the 
corner between the Arctic Ocean and the 
Mackenzie River, is suitable in every way 
for reindeer-raising. Indeed, it is claimed 
that there is suflicient food for two 
hundred and fifty thousand animals. A 
similar experiment was made thirty vears 
ago by the United States in Alaska, 
where to-day five hundred thousand rein- 
deer graze in the valleys. The nucleus 
of this army was a herd of twelve hundred 
which was imported from Siberia. A 
peculiar difficulty, however, attends the 
Canadian project. It will be necessary to 
teach the Eskimos the art of the herds- 
man. Hitherto this primitive: people have 
been accustomed to slaughter game when 
it was available, with no thought for the 
morrow, and then, when immediate needs 
are assured, to lay aside their 
and proceed, to the enjoyment of. life. 
Hence there are grave fears that all the 
three thousand reindeer which the Govern- 
ment intends to introduce would be dead 
months.

This has been called an age of adver- 
tising, but a recent discovery in London 
again reminds us that there is no new 
thing under the sun. On a shard of red 
Samian ware, once 
which was dug up 
following inscription :— 

LIVLSENISCR 

OCODADASPR. 
These letters have been extended by Mr. 
Quintin Waddington, who is attached to 
the Guildhall Museum, into “ Lucii Juli 
crocodes ad aspritudinem,” and 
“Old Lucius Julius’s 
saffron salve for roughness.’’ Another 
shard, extolling Lucius Julius’s salve, was 
discovered many years ago, but we refuse 
to believe that so enterprising a trades- 
man was content with the sale of one 
commodity only and used but one slogan. 
It appears that he was a druggist 
of Londinium, and that he imported his 
Samian pots from Gaul, as, indeed, many 
modern chemists import their bottles from 
Belgium. Two further discoveries at 
various times, one in London and the 
other at Kenchester, near Hereford, of 
similar fragments, both bearing the name 
of Titus Vindacius Ariovistus, seem to 
show that the trade of these druggists 
of Londinium was not limited to that 
city. There is no evidence that Vindacius 
advertised ; perhaps, Lucius Julius was 
making a bid with his saffron salve: to 
capture his rival’s market.

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Mr. Snowden, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, in the House of Commons yester- 
day, made a Jong statement in reply to 
questions en the new Conversion issue. 
He said that the placing of contracts for 
guaranteed subscriptions of thirty millions 
sterling against maturities in January 
and Fgbruary next was not an ordinary 
underwriting transaction, and there was 
guaranteed cash subscriptions to this 
amount in consideration of a commission 
of one half of one per cent. The regular 
City practice of entrusting to the broker 
the task of securing guaranteed applica- 
tions was followed on the present occasion 
through a Government broker. 

The only variation was that the 
customary brokerage on these guaranteed 
subscriptions was reduced from one-eighth 
to one-sixteenth per cent. The total com- 
mission payable on guaranteed applica- 
tions was £150,000, and the brokerage was 
£18,750. 

Arrangements for placing part of the 
issue could not be made till the day 
after publication of. the prospectus, lest 
there ,might be a premature leakage of 
information, and they could not, there- 
fore, be mentioned in it. 


QUESTION OF PRECEDENTS. 

He quoted precedents for underwriting 
the whole, or part, of such issues, and 
continued :—In reaching my decision I 
was not influenced by precedents; for it 
is an exception to make arrangements of 
this character for a Government issued 
loan.

EDUCATION. “POLICY 
IN BRITAIN, 


ROCKS AHEAD, 


In an editorial article The Times of te- 
day observes :—Edutation, by the omis- 
sion of any reference to it in the King’s 
Speech, has already provided the Govern- 
ment with rough water, and the debate 
this afternoon promises further oppor- 
tunity for some agility in steering. On 
the first occasion signs of revolt dis- 
appeared when a definite date was 
announced for the raising of the school 
age. To-day the Government. will be 
urged to answer one or two qgmestions 
which arise, directly or indirectly, out of 
that decision. On the broad question of 
policy there is little serious opposition 
to ‘the coming, change in the school age, 
but opinions differ considerably on the 
how and the when of it. It is too late in 
the day, no doubt, for most of us to follow 
the Archbishop of Vales in his conten- 
tion that the change would be “ an in- 


fringement of personal liberty,” and, 
therefore, undesirable. Some of our 
liberties are, ‘appily, lost for ever. 


Those who argue’ that the date fixed 
is too early; because it will cause 
confusion, are on more sdlid ground, 
but the answer to them is that any 
advance must cause confusion, and not 
least any advance in‘ public education, 
which, in one way or another, affects 
every home in the country. 

It is true enough, however, that the 
sooner the Government furnish the details 
of their plans the less eénfusion there wil 

Already they have announced by 
circular to the local authorities that for 
the next three years the building grant 
will be increased to 75 per cent. This 
applies only to. provided schools, and at 
once the protagonists of the Church schools 
are up in arms. Whatever rash promises 
may have been made by irresponsible 
candidates during’ the election, it is 
obvious that building grants to Roman 
Catholic schools, and not toother voluntary 
schools, are out of the quéstion. It is 
difficult to imagine that actual building 
grants will be made-to-other than pro- 
vided schools, but what may be called an 
improvement or reconditioning grant is 
another matter. If the State makes such 
specific demands as are implied in the.

THE PREPARATORY 
COLLEGES. 


-— -->—- — 
COMING EXAMINATION. 


Lhe Free-State Department of Education 
has issued the regulations for the next 
examination for entrance to the preparatory 
colleges, to be held early in June, 1930. 

The age limits for the examination are 134 
and 16 years on lst August, 1930, but notice 
1s given that in 1931 and succeeding years 
the limits will be reduced to 13 and 15} 
years. The programme in the different sub- 
jects is the official programme prescribed for 
pupils of the Seventh Standard in national 
schools. 

Fifty per cent. of the vacant places in the 
colleges are reserved for candidates who are 
fluent speakers of Irish and attain the 
qualifying standard at the examination. Sub- 
yect to this reservation, candidates are 
selected for admission to the colleges strictly 
in order of merit, as shown by their answer- 
ing at the examination. Bonus marks not 
exceeding 10 per cent. (5 per cent. in the case 
of mathematics and optional subjects) are 
awarded to candidates who answer all their 
questions in any subjects wholly through the 
medium of.-Lrish. 

The _preparatory college course extends 
over four-years, and“the course of instcuction 
is thaf.approved for secondary schools. 

At the end of their second year pupils are 
required:to attend the Intermediate Certifi- 
cate examination. In their final vear they 
are required to attend the Leaving Certificate 
examination. Jf successful, thev are eligible 
for admission to a training college without 
further examination, 

Lhe instruction is given wholly throuch 
the medium of Irish, and Irish is the 
ordinary language of these colleges.

THE NEW HOUSING BILL, 


— 


In the Northern House of Commons yes- 
lerday, 

Mr, Beattie (Labour) moved that in the 
opinion of the House a Select Committee 
should be set up to inquire into the cost of 
maintaining members of the Government and 
higher Executive officers, with a view to a 
substantial reduction in such cost. 

He wanted Ministers to understand tha» 
if there was no money in Ulster they could 
not provide the essentials necessary for the 

ple. Therefore, it was the duty of every 

inister in the Parliament to prevent has 
dering in his particular department, and the 
time had come when a new Committee of 
the Whole House should be appointed to 
study the present and. futurs costs. The 
Prime Minister was costing the Ulster tax- 
yer £5,000 a year, and, in addition, he haa 
tne luxury of a motor car, a castle, and a 
departmental staff. oud 
e compared the salary of the Minister 
for Labour (Mr. J. 8. M. Andrews) with 
that of Miss Margaret Bondfield, the British 
Minister of bour, and ‘said that Mr. 
Andrews was not entitled to the salary that 
he was receiving. <A salary of two thousand 
a year to the Minister for Agriculture in a 
province, a large percentage of which was 
under pasture, was really exorbitant. 


‘PART-TIME JOBS,” 

Mr, Cahir Healy (Nationalist, Tyrone and 
Fermanagh), supporting the .motion, said 
that not only was the Prime Minister by his 
absence showing contempt for the people of 
Ulster, but members of his party were show- 
ing similar contempt. In Britain Ministers 
were devoting their full time to their work, 
whereas in Northern Ireland some Ministers 
were actually carrying on their own private 
work as alk so that there could be no com- 
parison. 

More was being spent on the police of 
Northern Ireland than in education, and 
that was only on a par with the extravagan’ 
sums given to the administration of part- 
time jobs, 

MINISTER'S AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Pollock, Minister of Finance, moved 
that, having regard to the fact that salaries 
of members of the Government had been 
fixed by a Select Committee of the House, 
and that those salaries came up annually for 
discussion in the estimates, the matter should 
be postponed until a later date. 

He deprecated the uncertainty involved in 
such matters, because it was undesirable that 
bargains should take place when Govern- 
ments come into office, The salary of the 
British Prime Minister wag settled in 1660, 
and had not since been changed. There 
was no analogy between the position of Miss 
Bondfield and that of Mr. Andrews, because 
she was solely concerned with Labour ad- 
ministration, while Mr. Andrews had to deal 
with National Health Insurance, old age 
pensions, pensions for widows and orphans, 
trade boards, and a number of other things. 
So far from being extravagant in the six 
counties, they wete erring ou the side of 
economy. Their salaries did not affect the 
taxpayers to the extent of one penny. 

Mr. Devlin—Who pays those salaries? 

Mr. Pollock—The British Government. In 
order, he said, that the cost of that Parlia- 
ment might be met, because of the severance 
of North and South, the £670,000 a year 
which the Northern Government should pay 
in land annuities to Britain was given by 
the British Government for the cost of the 
Parliament. It was undignified that members 
should be bringing up Ministers’ salaries 
before the House from time to time. 

THE VALUE FOR SALARIES. 

Mr. J. Devlin said that he’ thought the 
Minister of Finance had not made a good 
case. Personally he did not support the 
motion because the salaries were too high, 
but because they did not get value for the 
amount paid. The present salaries Lad only 
the sanction of a section of the House. 

I think that it is an astounding statement, 


said Mr. Devlin, that the people of Northern | 


Ireland pay nothing for their Parliament 
or Government. Were it not that I do not 
like the Government I would voile them 
£5,000 or £10,000 a year each to get it cut of 
England. (Laughter.) 

He had no objection to high selsries if 
they got value for them, but the Government 
did nothing for the commercial or industrial 
prosperity of Northern Ireland. The number 
of unemployed was larger to-day than last 
year, although the Prime Minister had de- 
clared that he would solve the unemployment 
question. He did not impeach them because 
they did not solve the unemployment pro- 
blem, but he impeached them because they 
did not try to solve it. He never believed in 
the Northern Parliament, but he might have 
been converted to a helief in it if the Govern- 
ment had believed in it themselves. Time 
after time he saw the Prime Minister rise and 
leave the House when the representatives of 
the people rose to ventilate grievances. 

“ EXTRAVAGANCE EVERYWHERE.” 

He asked the Government composed of 
super-business men, 'í during the past six 
months they had evolyed even one industrial 
BS to help to solve the’ unemployment, pro- 

em. 

After referring. to an ‘expenditure of a 
million pounds ypon police, more than the 
whole of Australia, Mr. Devlin exclaimed, 
“There is extravagance everywhere. If it 
were reproductive expenditure [I could 
gee the force of it, but we 
get nothing for our money at all, 
except that what has been described as the 
Al Protestant Parliament has been pre- 
served. That seems to justify everything. 
If the introduction of religion could be 
abolished in our Northern politics, I do not 
think the Government could exist for twenty- 
four hours, 

It would be far better for us, he proceeded, 
if we appointed the Prime Minister, the 
Minister of Finance, the Minister of Labour 
and the Minister of Agriculture as four Com- 
missioners, and let them run the whole show, 
and have no more humbug about our Con- 
stitution and Parliament. Politics of the old 
kind were out of date. People. were not 
thinking now of political passions, but of 
social questions — education and similar 
problems. 

INCONSISTENT SPEECHES, 

Mr. E. 8. Murphy, K.C. (Derry) referred to 
the inconsistenc of the speeches in favour ot 
the motion. Vhat was left of the motion 
by the mover and seconder was_ effectively 
demolished by the speech of Mr, Devlin. 

Sir R. Lynn (Government, North Antrim) 
agreed that Parliament started on too 

randiose a scale, but, unfortunately, the 
bee, instead of showing & real desire to 
effect economy, was an attempt to score 
against political opponents. : 

Mr. McCarroll (Nationalist, Foyle) said that 
he would not admit that the Minister for 
Agriculture was the greatest success of the 
Ministry, and the farmers. of the six counties 
would. not admit it. While Javish salaries 
were being paid thirty thousand persons or 
more were unemployed, and statistics did not 
reveal the total number.

AN UNSOLVED PROBLEM. 

Alderman Byrne (Nationalist) said that so 
long “as 2,682 persons were living in one- 
roomed houses and over 8,000 in two-roomed 
houses they could not claim that the housing 
problem had been solved. 

Mr Rowley Elliott (Government, Tyrone- 
Fermanagh), supporting the measure, said 
that he was surprised that the Government 
had not yielded to the clamant demand from 
many places fer houses up to 1, square 
feet. There was no reason why the Govern- 
ment should sot give an opportunity to those 
who were anxious to build large houses. He 
criticised the remarks of the previous speaker, 
who was 4 member of the Belfast Corporation, 
to the housing shortage in the city.

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FINANCE MINISTER'S 
APPOINTMENT, 
THE EGISTRATION OF 
ACCOUNTANTS. 


Mr. Thomas Geoghegan, F.C.A. (Presi- 
dent), presided at the annual dinner of the 
ubtin Society of Chartered Accountants at 
the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, last night. 

Proposing the toast of the Uovernor- 
General and the prosperity of the Irish ree 
State, the Chairman said that, to a visitor 
coming to Ireland, their capital (Dublin) and 
the larger. towns appeared to be prosperous. 
‘here were few places of equal size tg Dublin 
where amusements and sports were more 
numerous, while their natural surroundings 
were unequal. What a change had occurred ; 
thirty years ago queues were unknown to 
them. Now the cinemas, theatres and other 
ways of spending money luxuriously were an 
indication that the people were living on a 
different scale; but that indication was of a 
superficial nature, and when investigating 
the signs. of real prosperity, agriculture 
should be our first consideration at present. 

Farming bad been through hard times 
during the war; many of the Jands purchased 
at enhanced prices were stiJl heavily en- 
cumbered, and a solution of that particular 
difficulty remained to be found. Steps had 
already been taken by the Government to 
alleviate certain cases; time alone and im- 
proved results from better handling and 
marketing would undoubtedly help matters, 
but in many of the serious cases that would 
not prove adequate. He knew that the 
Minister for Agriculture was doing excellent 
work, and the value of Irish products had 
appreciated, and was being advertised witi, 
beneficial results to all interests in husbandry. 
The crops this season had been reported as 
exvellent.. Would that the prices had been 
as good; but the foreigner could stil! under. 
sell us in our chief market, and he hoped 
that the Irish farmer would get fair play in 
matters where produce for home consumption 
was concerned. 

__ SPORTING RIGHTS. 

The Trish Free State was, or should be, a 
Sportsmans paradise, but care should be 
taken to see that the sporting rights were 
reserved for these who owned them. Every 
effort should be made to welvome the tourist, 
and, although in certain districts impreve- 
ments had been made for their comfort, cook- 
ing and cleanliness were of vital importance 
in the education of the younger generation 
if they wished to cater adequately for visi- 
tors, to whom they should largely look to 
advertise the attractions of their country. 
The Shannon scheme was, in his opinion, 
bound to succeed, and it was only a matter 
of how long it would take to get their 
countrymen to adopt a change and scrap 
an ancient method for a better one. 

He should say that he thought that they, 
chartered accountants, were doing their bit 
to solve the responsible problems of the tax- 
payers’ indebtedness, and he trusted that 
their efforts were duly appreciated. Some 
time ago the chartered accountants, in con- 
junction with the incorporated accountants, 
introduced a bill for the registration of all 
practising accountants in this country. Their 
efforts met with considerable sympathy from 
responsible public men, but not with suecess. 
Registration was a much discussed subject, 
net only here, but in nearly every country 
They, chariered accountants, did not lay 
claim to any particular pedestal, but the 
requirements of present-day finance and 
income tax had imposed heavy  responst- 
bilities on them. 

MR. BLYTHE. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance in the 
Free State, responding, said that the Chair: 
man had referred to the fact that no solution 
had been found to the problem of encumbered 
lands, but a solution had been suggested, 
though he did not think it would commend 
liself to those. present, Jt was that tho 
banks slould give a full. discharge on the 
payment of 50 per cent. of the sums owing; 
but no one had suggested that the banks 
should be given a full discharge on payment 
of 50 per cent. of the sums owed to cus- 
tomers. He thought that if more of the 
public limelight was thrown on the discus. 
sions of the chartered accountants it would 
make a userul contribution to the economic 
problem, because chartered accountants, 
while they did their work silently, were 
people who had a knowledge of business 
problems that few men engaged in business 


had. 

The Chairman had spoken of the Shannon 
scheme, and personally he (Mr. Blythe) had 
no doubt of its success; but he was ‘n- 
terested the other day in talking to a party 
cd Pressmen who were entertained by 
President Cosgrave. While the Pressmen 
had no doubt of the success of the Shannon 
scheme, several of them indicated to him 
that we were not sufficiently interested sn 
certain other national aspects, such as the 
sporting facilities existing here. They thought 
that great numbers of tourists would be 
brought here if the natural beauties of the 
country were better known. Dr. O'Higgins, 
who had just returned from America, had 
assured him that he believes that’ the loss 
which this country had sustained in recent 
years by the departure of so many peopie 
would in a few years be more than made up 
by the coming her: of wealthy Americans,- 
A country could gain a great deal by that 
kind of movement. It would not be a sub- 
stitute. for industrial development; but it 
would be a very handsome addition, and it 
was worth paying attention to. 

DEFINITE PROGRESS. 

He thought, and his colleagues in the 
Ministry agreed with him, that the registra- 
tion of accountants had got to come, and the 
questiog was under consideration. So far as 
the prosperity of the country was concerned 
his own opinion was that th. country was 
making definite progress, though that pro 
gress was, untortunately, slow; but in most 
directions, which he could take note of, there 
did seem to be a clear tendency to unprove. 
Such things as the Shannon Scheme, and the 
measures Initiated witbin recent years were 
contributing, but if there was to be g rapid 
teturn to prosperity, or if the improvement 
secured was to be maintained, it would only 
he from the action of private individuals. 
The State could tacilitate the individual, 
but the utility of State action in the promo- 
tion of actual prosperity, and promotion of 
industry and stimulation of commercial 
activity, had very definite limits. Peopic 
in this. country were inclined to depend too 
much on State help and State encourage- 
ment, but that was understandable in view 
of the recent history of the country. 

It was only fair to say, however, that we 
had a reusonable number of citizens engaged 
in business here who would compare favour- 
ably in intelligence, enterprise, and applica- 
tion of scientific methods with those engaged 
in business elsewhere, and there was every 
reason to believe that the number of such 
people would steadily increaso with stability, 
with the settlement of old politica] diffi- 
ewties .and the possibility that came of 
concentration of national energy on economic 


problems. 
HE CHIEF JUSTICE. 

| The Chief Justice (Mr. Hugh Kennedy, 
K.C.), proposing the toast of “The Institute 
of Chartered Accountants in Iveland,”’ said 
that the profession was one of the eldest in 
the world. The profession recognised no 
boundary line. Having met business men 
from the North at functions such as that, he 
helieved that whatever kept one part of this 
country separated from the other it was no 
feeling of antagonism or ill-will. 

He was familiar in the courts with the 
excellent work done by chartered accountants.

JOURNALIST'S STORY TO

Mr. Sherman said that a woman friend, 
acting for a journalist who was an official 
of the Zionist organisation, asked him op 
August 14th to accompany her to the Wail- 
ing Wall that might, as a great number of 
young Jewish’ colonists, mostly armed, were 
going there, and there was to be a “ bust 
up.”

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SUGAR REFINERY IN THE 
FREE STATE. 


a 
DROGHEDA AS A POSSIBLE 
SITE. 


The recent’ announcement that Messrs. 
Fairies, of: Liverpool, are about to enter into 
a combine with Messrs. Tate and Lyle and 
have in contemplation the starting of a sugar 
refinery in the Free State has aroused con- 
siderable interest in Drogheda, which is one 
of the towns mentioned with Cork and Lime- 
rick as the probable site of the factory. 

Drogheda, said a prominent business man 
to an Jrish J'imes representative yesterday, 
is especially suited as w bite for a sugar re- 
finery, for three redsona. The first is that 
it is situated in the great beet-growing county 
of Louth, which is one of the largest sup- 

liers of beet to the Carlow factory, and 
eside another tillage county, Dublin, where 
the growing of beet is likely to be developed 
to a considerable extent in the near future. 
The second factor in Drogheda’s suitability 
as a sugar factory site is its excellent rai] 
and shipping facilities, the latter of which 
have been recently very considerably im- 
proved by the J]cca]l Harbour Board, at a 
cost of several thousand pounds. 

TWO IDLE FACTORIES. 

The third reason is that there are in the 
town two fine factories, which are at present 
lying idle. The first and finer of these is the 
Drogheda Meat Factory premises, which 
were erected at a cost of nearly £500,000, 
and which have been idle since the failure 
of Irish Fresh Meat, Ltd., last spring. With 
some alteration and the cubstitution of 
machinery this factory could he easily con- 
verted mto a sugar refinery, and the plant in- 
cludes two well-fitted steamers, which should 
also prove of advantage to a firm whose head- 
quarters would be across-Channel. The second 
idle factory in Drogheda is known as the 
Linen Hall, premises which, like the meat 
factory, is built on the banks of the Boyne. 
which would supply the great quantities of 
water required for beet-washing in the sugar 
refiners’ business. 

The Drogheda Corporation and Chamber of 
Commerce, as well as many local business 
men, it is understood, have the matter in 
hand, and representations of Drogheda’s suit- 
ability as a site for the proposed new industry 
are to he placed before the firms concerned 
and before the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce at the earliest opportunity.

DUBLIN INQUESTS. 


ACCIDENTS TO OLD PEOPLE. 


The Dublin Coroner (Dr. Louis A. Byrne) 
held two inquests in the South Dublin Union 
yesterday. 
In the case of Margaret Ryder (56), of 
no fixed address, who was knocked down by 
a dairy cart in James’s street on the 18th 
September last, and died from her injuries 
last Friday, evidence was given by the 
driver of the cart, Michael McEvoy, 23 
Coombe, that his horse was going at a walk- 
ing pace along James's street on the proper 
side of the road, when the woman stepped 
off the footpath and was knocked down. It 
was impossible to avoid her. 

In reply to Inspector Ryan, McEvoy said 
that the woman had her back towards him 
when she stepped on the roadway and was 
“ra by the shaft. The cart did not go over 
ier, 

Dr. Joyce, Medical Officer of the Union, 
said that the woman died from _phthisis, 
accelerated by the injuries. The injures 
would not have been sufficient to cause 
death in the case of a woman in normal 
health. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, and exonerated 
the driver of the cart. 
A verdict of ‘‘ accidental death ’* was re- 
corded in the case of Isabella Stephens (84), 
who lived in the Widows’ Home, Coombe. 
and who died in the union hospital following 
injuries received when she fell in the 
Coombe on the evening of the 26th Septem- 
ber last. The medical evidence was that 
death was due to pneumonia following in- 
juries received. 

USE OF POISON. 

A verdict that death was due to misad- 
venture, through the injection of a poison 
(lysol), was returned at an inquest held in 
the Rotunda Hospital, Dublin, yesterday on 
a ward’s maid, Elizabeth Mary Walsh, aged 
thirty-five years, of Mallow, who was found 
dead in a bathroom in the institution last 
Saturday night. When the woman failed to 
present herself for duty at 8 o'clock on 
Saturday evening a search was made. A 
bathroom door was found to be bolted from 
the inside, and when it was forced the 
maid’s body was found in the bath. There 
were also in the bath a basin and a syringe 


The Coroner (Dr. Louis A. Byrne) said 
that it was evident that the woman's death 
was due to want of knowledge. 
DRUMCONDRA ACCIDENT. 

Afier evidence of identification and of

RENEWED PROTEST BY 
LICENSED TRADE.

_ Mr. Michael Corbett, presiding at a meet- 
ing of the ittee of the Licensed 


Grocers’ and Vintners’ Protection Associa- 
tion, held in Dublin yesterday, said that it 
was time to be up and doing if they were 
to hope for any mitigation of the process of 
extinction which was being inflicted by the 
impossible beer and spirit duties. April was 
not far off, and unless all the people in this 
country who felt that the present taxation 
was too high, even from the point of view 
of the State finance of the future, were 
afforded an opportunity of expressing their 
views, nothing would be done until a great 
industry was destroyed. 

The experience of the past few years 
proved, he said, the fiscal policy of the State 
to be unsound. Nearly a third of the entire 
national revenue was obtained from one 
source, and this was not fair to the one 
section of the people, nor was it good 
finance, Year after year the fountain was 
drying up, and the time would come when 
the Government would see the folly of their 
way It was really a case of living on 
capital, and naturally that capital was 
gradually and rapidly disappearing. It was 
up to them in the hcensed trade to give a 
lead to the inarticulate majority who felt the 
injustice of maintaining the highest war 
duties on beer and spirits. 

The finest malting barley in the world was 
a drug on the market, and many districts all 
over the country, where its growth was the 


farmers’ mainstay in the past, were im- 
poverished and depopulated for want of 
something to do at home. The crippling of 


the brewing and distilling industries reacted 
in a hundred and-one ways. It caused enor- 
mous unemployment on the land in connec- 
tion with the production of a crop which 
was always one of the most economic the 
country had in the past, while it shut down 
malting houses, and had reduced the number 
of distilleries and breweries in the country 
to a mere handful. we 

To his own knowledge men were drifting 
to the metropolis from many barley-growing 
districts in search of employment where 
there was no employment, with the result 
that they now had a Poor Relief Bill going 
through the Dail which would cost the 
licensed trade alone in the metropolis 
many thousands of pounds, and that 
ut a time that many of them were 
in a very bad way. For the past seven or 
eight years their claims for relief in taxation 
had. been callously put aside, and everything 
they had told the Minister as to the effect 
of the continuance of the burden was being 
borne out. 

THREATENED EXTINCTION. 

This was not a question of temperance, It 
was a matter of life or death for hundreds 
of thousands who were in one way or another 
associated with the industry. He thought 
that they should make one great effort to 
bring home to the minds of the people the 
vital importance of saving from extinction a 
one-time great source of national wealth and 
employment. About 170 licences during the 
last statutory year died in the Saorstat from 
no cause except one, and that was that the 
fiscal policy of the Government left the bus- 
ness useless. It was quite on the cards that 
most of those people would drift into the 
metropolis, and eventually swell the number 
of able-bodied men who would come under 
the poor Relief Bill—either that, or they 
would emigrate to some other country. In 
either case the result was a sad one to con- 
template.

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COMPENSATION 
CONTINUE. 

(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

John Fagan, residing in Upper Gloucester 
street, Sén for a renewal and continnance 
of the compensations awarded to him against 
the Corporation of Dublin. That compensa- 
tion was 35s. a week in respect of an injury 
which he sustained in April, 1928, while 
working in a road cutting. The applicant 
hit himself in the groin with the handle of a 
pickaxe which he was using. Payment >f the 
award was made until May last, when it. was 
stopped on the ground that Fagan was in a 
condition to undertake work. He was treated 
for hernia, and after some months a tuber- 
cular condition developed in the region of 
the original injury. The workman's case was 
that he was still unable to work, although 
Surgeon Morrin’s opinion was that after an 
operation on the tubercular part the man 
would be capable of doing light work. —. 
The Judge said that the real question in 
the case was whether the tubercular condition 
was attributable to the accident—a condition 
which developed twelve months after the 
accident. He had come to the conclusion, 
after grave doubt. that the tubercular con- 
dition was due to the accident ; that the man 
was suffering total incapacity, and that he 
vas still entitléd to receive the pay that he 
was awarded.

NEED FOR DE-RATING. 
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WEXFORD COUNCIL'S 
VIEW. 
en 


The Wexford County Council have adopted 
a resolution, emphasising the urgent neces- 
sity for immediate legisiation for de-rating 
in the Free State. 

The Chairman (Mr. M. Doyle) said that 
he did not see how the people in the Free 
State could exist in competition with North- 
ern Ireland avd England, which had de 
rating in operation. The . people of the 
Saorstat were as badly off as in any other 
place, and were as much entitled to de-rating. 
A scheme for de-rating, with very little 
taxation involved, had been submitted by 
the General Council of County Councils to 
the Government. That scheme had been 
tested by a great many people, and no one 
could find any holes in it. The scheme 
showed how de-rating could be carried into 
effect, and how the money could be obtained. 
lí the County Council of Wexford did not 
believe that de-rating would be satisfactory 
there would be no necessity for them to give 
evidence before the De-rating Commission. 
While he did not want to force his views 
on the Council he held strongly that it was 
necessary for, and incumbent on, the 
Government to give them de-rating if the 
people were to survive. A great deal had 
heen done for all classes of the community. 
The Agricultural Grant had been doubled, 
but considering the conditions that prevailed 
in agriculture it was a mere flea bite. He 
did not look upon de-rating as a political 
question, but an economic one. 

Miss N. O’Ryan, concurring with the 
Chairman, said the Council should insist or 
the Government dealing with de-rating at 
once. There was no reason for a Commission. 
The Government had already set up commis: 
sions that could not be counted on the 
fingers, but their findings were never put into 
operation. 


MAYOR'S VIEW. 


Alderman Corish, T.D.. said that it was 
obvious that de-rating should be put into 
operation at once, and that there should not 
be any placing of it on the long finger. They 
all recoghised that the farmers were hard set 
to pay their way. 

Colonel Gibbon, supporting the views of the 
previous speakers, said that unless something 
was done to help agriculture generally the 
result woald be that within the next vear or 
two an enormous amount of land would revert 
to grass which would increase unemployment 
and the cost would fall heavier on the people 
than de-vating. 


THE NECESSARY REVENUE. 


Replying to Mr. Shannon who asked where 
the revenue for derating was to come from, 
the Chairman said that it would be the 
function of the Government, which already 
had found money for matters which were not 
half as important as de-rating.
